The special 
technical feature of Group IV is a method of diagnosis comprising detection of a polynucleotide 
through hybridization. The special technical feature of Group V is a method of diagnosis 
comprising detection of a polypeptide through ligand binding assays. The special technical 
feature of Group VI is a method of treating diabetic or pre-diabetic animals. None of these 
special technical features are common to the other groups, nor do they correspond to a special 
technical feature in the other groups.
